were only 14 miles south of Se- 
dan which is the center of the 
whole German railroad system 
in eastern France. 


It now appears that the Ger- 


mans who have been holding tne 
line running westward through 
the Champagne country cannot 
retreat eastward but must be d - 
vcrted northward through Bel- 
gium. 
This will add 
many 


wearv miles to the lengtn of the 
journey that seemingly must be 
begun at once. 


In Belgium, the fall of. Ghent 


is imminent, for the Belgians, 
French, British and 
_ Americans 


are rapidly moving anead.

' Scheldt has been crossed

Weld'en, 
southwest 
ot 
Ghent 


while the Belgians are moving 
toward the Scheldt northeast of 
the city. 
This advance, if con- 


tinued, threatens the whole Ger- 
man army in France, since its 
retreat eastward through Sedan 
and Montraedy seems about to 
be cut off. 


East of the Meuse the roads 


crowded with retreating Ger- 
mans, it is reported. This would 
appear to indicate a retirement 
to the Bricy defenses, north ot 
Metz, but the magnitude of the 
retrograde movement has not 
as yet been exactly determined.

ing behind them the wreck of 
German dreams of domination in 
the east.
